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Year in Review 2021 


Wildwood School 
accepted into 
MSBA pipeline

WILMINGTON _ 
Looking back through 
2021, the Wilmington 
School Committee dealt 
with important issues 
including but not limit- 
ed to curriculum, poli- 
cies, engagement, and 
staffing issues. 

The committee started 
the year focusing very 
closely on the MSBA ap- 
plication process for a 
new Wildwood School. 
While the process itself 
began the previous 
year, there were several 
key deadlines and meet- 
ings this year that al- 
lowed Wilmington to be 
selected into the pro- 
gram. 

Since the announce- 
ment, Superintendent 
Dr. Glenn Brand kept 
the committee updated 
and made the project 
one of his goals for the 
coming year. He also 
provided detailed docu- 
ments and collaborated 
with the Board of Sel- 
ectmen to schedule the 
upcoming special Town 
Meeting to arrange nec- 
essary funds for the 
first stage of the proj- 
ect. 

Another important is- 
sue that the committee 
tackled in the beginning 
of the year was prepa- 
ration for the return to 
in-person learning in 
April. In addition to en- 
suring mitigations were 
in place, the committee 
renegotiated the Memo- 
randum of Agreement 
with the Wilmington 
Teacher’s Association. 
They also considered 
the homework policy 
and asked teachers to 
be considerate of stu- 
dents’ capacity. ‘They 
recommended reading 
over busywork. 

With the annual town 
election in May, Melissa 
Plowman - was __ newly 
elected. Committee mem- 
bers M. J. Byrnes and 
David Ragsdale were 
also re-elected. 

As the school year

went on, they saw the 
impacts of COVID-19 on 
students, staff, and fam- 
ilies. One concern for 
the committee was the 
lunch situation at the 
middle school. They re- 
ceived the results of a 
survey for the middle 
school students eating 
lunch on the floor in the 
gymnasium. 

Staff numbers were a 
concern from the spring 
and into the new school 
year. The committee 
held Brand accountable 
and asked with each 
update if Wilmington’s 
offerings would bring in 
the right candidates. 
They did the same with 
regard to updates on 
the middle school pro- 
gram review failing to 
garner support from 
staff members. 

The district started 
preparing for the next 
school year over ‘the 
summer. There was 
concentrated effort led 
by Assistant Superin- 
tendent Christine Elli- 
ott to offer summer 
school for all of the stu- 
dents who applied. This 
time was not spent get- 
ting ahead but reinforc- 
ing the concepts with 
which students may 
have struggled during 
the previous year. 

A major concern in 
the community for Sep- 
tember was the possibil- 
ity of school mask man- 
dates. While the com- 
mittee made no chan- 
ges to the internal poli- 
cy on masks, a mask 
mandate was set by the 
Commissioner .of Edu- 
cation requiring all stu- 
dents and staff to wear 
masks in schools re- 
gardless of vaccination 
status. This remained in 
effect throughout the 
school year so far. 

The committee receiv- 
ed seasonal updates 
from Athletic Director 
Mia Muzzio and other 
athletics staff on the

WILMINGTON — In 
2021, the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen took 
on important town issues 


related to spaces, eco-° 


nomic development, CO- 
VID-19 relief, memori- 
als, and more. 

Preparing for the annu- 
al Town Meeting starting 
in February, an early is- 
sue this year for the 
board was the article for 
the proposed rezoning 
for a parcel off of Route 
125. It sparked plenty of 
debate at the Town Meet- 
ing in April before it was 
ultimately voted down. 

The results of the Mas- 
sachusetts Department 
of Public Health’s Wil- 
mington Childhood Can- 
cer Study, which began 
in 1999, were finally re- 
leased in the spring. The 
report did make the 
claim that there was a 
relation between prena- 
tal exposure to NDMA 
and childhood cancer 
during the years studied. 

The board said goodbye 
to old members and re- 
ceived new ones with the 
annual town election, 
when Jonathan Eaton 
was elected as Town Mo- 
derator and Lilia Maselli 
became the newest chair- 
man. It wasn’t until June 
that former Selectman 
Jomarie O’Mahony step- 
ped down, and in Sep- 
tember Judy O’Connell 
was elected to the board 
at a special town elec- 
tion. 

The board didn’t shy 
away from any requests 
to dedicate memorials 
and honor to the town’s 
veterans this year. Be- 
sides the Salute to Ser- 
vice to end every meet- 
ing, they also promoted 
the Memorial Day, the 
20th anniversary of Sept. 
11, and the Veterans Day 
celebrations. They show- 
ed up for the rededica- 
tion of the Wilmington 
Memorial Library in 
honor of some of Wil- 
mington’s fallen soldiers 
from the Vietnam War: 
John A. Rich, John J. 
Fullerton Jr., Robert W. 
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A “It was my honor to present Jonathan Eaton (right) with this plaque on 
behalf of the Board of Selectmen and the residents of Wilmington in recogni- 
tion of his years of service to our community. Thank you for your leadership & 
all of your hard work!” said Selectman Gregory Bendel back in April. Eaton 
left the board to become the Town Moderator. 


Parent, and Richard W. 
‘Welch. They approved a 
bench memorial to the 
Robert Brown family at 
Silver Lake in November 
and supported dedicat- 
ing a walking trail to 
John “Jack” MacGuire 
in December along with 
making Jan. 3 officially 


Sean Allen Collier Day. 
Through the spring and 
summer, the board al- 
lowed town spaces to be 
used outside and wel- 
comed requests to use 
the 4th of July parking 
lot, the town common, 
the Swain Green, and 
even Rotary Park.

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Dancewicz one-third toward fundraising goal

WILMINGTON — Aaron 
Dancewicz, Wilmington 
resident and high school 
senior, was _ previously 
reported raising funds for 
his Eagle Scout Service 
Project, which is raising 
money for Veterans Af- 
fairs and buying flagpoles 
to set up in the town com- 
mon. 

Dancewicz is currently 
taking donations via his 
GoFundMe page, which 
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states: “Military Flag Pole 
Display for Wilmington 
Ma” and has currently 
raised $1,880 of his $7,500 
goal. 

When asked what drew 
him to the cause of Vet- 
erans Affairs and the flag- 
poles, Dancewicz explain- 
ed: 

“Lou, who is in the pic- 
ture on the GoFundMe 
page, reached out to my 
mom, who is a nurse at 
the Bedford Veterans Af- 
fairs Medical Center, also 
known as the Edith Nourse 
Memorial Veterans Hospi- 
tal, with the idea of flag- 
poles on the common and 
suggested it as an Eagle 
Scout project, since he 
knew I was working tow- 
ards it. We met up in Au- 
gust to discuss details and 
I decided that would be a 
great idea for a project.” 

His journey to becoming 
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an Eagle Scout has been 
busy. 

“It’s been a lot of paper- 
work and research of pric- 
ing different things,” he 
said. “I’ve set up the page, 
and reached out to differ- 
ent local organizations. 
Once the fundraising is 
done, there’s more paper- 
work to get approved by 
the Eagle Board of Re- 
view, and if I fail, I may 
have to start over. 

Among his biggest chal- 
lenges so far have been 
“setting my fundraising 
project approved, (as) my 
application was on hold 
for a month. The page has 
been out for over a month, 
and I’m only 37 percent of 
the way to my goal.” 

However, those challen- 
ges reap success, as he ex- 
plained: 

“Mainly being able to 
get big donations that 


help towards the cause. 
David Robertson paid for 
half of one pole, which is 
$350. I’ve reached out to 
over 30 organizations ask- 
ing for donations or sup- 
port, and the Elks have 
been the only one to re- 
spond so far. They saw the 
flyer I sent them, agreed 
to donate at least $1,000, 
and one person within 
that organization is chal- 
lenging people to donate.” 

Dancewicz credits his 
parents when talking 
about who has been among 
his biggest support in this 
project. 

“My dad has been really 
proud of me for doing this 
and making sure I’m on 
track and on top of what I 
need to do. He decided not 
to go for the Eagle Scout 
Rank when he was in 
scouting, so he has been 
encouraging me and my 
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brother to become Eagle 
Scouts. My mom has also 
been a huge support, 

When it comes to “What 
comes next?” Aaron can’t 
rise higher than Eagle 
Scout in scouting. 

“There really isn’t much 
more I can do in Scouting 
after rising to the rank of 
Eagle, but I hope to con- 
tinue volunteering.” 

In terms of advice he has 
to others who wish to pur- 
sue Eagle Scout Rank, 
Aaron advises choosing a 
realistic project that you’re 
passionate about. 

“Just get it done, choose 
a project that is obtain- 
able and that you like, it’s 
all dependent on raising 
money, and I definitely 
procrastinated on a few of 
the steps.” 

Dancewicz also men- 
tioned what the communi- 
ty of Wilmington can do to 


support his cause. 

“As of now, the best 
thing that can be done to 
support is to donate to the 
GoFundMe. This project 
will take a while, as there 
is currently a 4-6 week 
shipping delay for flag- 
poles.” 

Dancewicz and his pur- 
suit of Eagle Scout rank is 
one of many examples of 
the Wilmington youth of 
today who will someday 
shape the future with their 
hard work, passion for 
community and _ public 
service, and creativity, 
and he is wished the best 
of luck in his endeavors.

Moulton announces local victories in 
2022 National Defense Authorization Act 


SALEM -_ Represen- 
tative Seth Moulton (D- 
MA) announced that the 
Senate passed the Fiscal 
Year 2022 National De- 
fense Authorization Act, 
legislation that authorizes 
the federal government to 
spend money on the na- 
tion’s defense. The bill 
includes a number of lo- 
cally important measures 
Moulton has championed 
as a member of the House 
Armed Services Commit- 
tee. 


The bill is headed to Pre- 
sident Biden’s desk. 
“Today, the United States 
faces challenges and 
threats from countries like 
China and Russia. We 
must confront these 
threats, and we will do it 
by out-innovating, out- 
competing, and out-per- 
forming our adversaries. 
We must spend the na- 
tion’s precious resources 
differently, thinking not 
about what we’ve done in 
the past, but about what

Fortunately, the adoption tax credit can help offset some 
of those expenses. Taxpayers who adopted or started the 
adoption process in 2021 should review the rules for this 
credit. Here are some facts to help people understand the 
credit and if they can claim it when filing their taxes: 
The maximum adoption credit taxpayers can claim on 
their 2021 tax return is $14,300 per eligible child. There 
are income limits that could affect the amount of the 
credit. Taxpayers should use Form 8839, Qualified 
Adoption Expenses, to figure how much credit they can 
claim on their tax return. An eligible child must be 
younger than 18. If the adopted person is older, they must 
be physically or mentally unable to take care of 


themselves. 


This credit is non-refundable. This means the amount 
of the credit is limited to the taxpayer’s taxes due for 2021. 
Any credit leftover from their owed 2021 taxes can be 
carried forward for up to five years. 

Qualified expenses include reasonable and necessary 
adoption fees; court costs and legal fees; adoption-related 
travel expenses like meals and lodging; and other 
expenses directly related to the legal adoption of an 


eligible child. 


If the taxpayer and someone other than a spouse each 
paid qualified adoption expenses to adopt the same child, 
the $14,300 credit must be divided between the two of 


them. 


Expenses may also qualify even if the taxpayer pays 
them before an eligible child is identified. For example, 
some future adoptive parents pay for a home study at the 
beginning of the adoption process. These parents can 
claim the fees as qualified adoption expenses. Qualified 
adoption expenses don’t include costs paid by a taxpayer 


to adopt their spouse’s child. 
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the next generation will

The House and 
Senate versions are then 
negotiated into a final bill 
which is sent to the presi- 


dent’s desk to be signed 
into law. The bill passed 
today is the final version 
of the NDAA. 

Moulton worked to en- 
sure this year’s National 
Defense Authorization Act 
included the following lo- 
cally important items:

The FY 2022 NDAA in- 
cludes $315M in funding 
for General Electric’s Im- 
proved Turbine Engine 
Program (ITEP), which 
makes a new generation 
of helicopter engines for 
the military’s Blackhawk 
and Apache helicopters. 
Moulton has worked hard 
to secure funding for the 
ITEP program since his 
first days in Congress be- 
cause part of the program 

is based in Lynn. 


DEVELOPMENT FOR 
AI/AA ANALYTICS 


FOR MODERNIZATION 
AND READINESS: 

The FY 2022 NDAA in- 
cludes funding for further 
development of Artificial 
Intelligence with North- 
eastern, in partnership 
with the Army. 

This funding will provide 
resources towards AI re- 
search and development 
to support national securi- 
ty goals, like improved sit- 
uational awareness and 
imagery analysis. Moul- 
ton has consistently pro- 
moted investment in emer- 
ging technologies through 
his work on the Future of 
Defense Task Force and 
will continue that work 
here.

experience in the art of 
Vincent Van Gogh that is 
different than any you 
may have experienced. Ap- 
pearing at the Strand 
Theatre in downtown Bos- 
ton, Imagine Van Gogh is 
a non-stop projection of 
Van Gogh’s works and 
images. 

Scenes from his life ap- 
pear on enormous canvas- 
es which surround visi- 
tors, extending from the 
ceiling and spilling onto 
the floor, clothing and 
faces. 

According to the organiz- 
ers, over 30 HD projectors 
send images to 20 screens 
placed around the art 
space and onto a diamond- 
shaped center pillar in the 
style of “Image Totale,” a 
presentation style devel- 
oped by Albert Plécy in 
the 1970s. 

The works are from Van 
Gogh’s Arles period, Saint- 
Rémy-de-Provence period 
and Auvers-sur-Oise peri- 
od. Interspersed are photo- 
graphs of Van Gogh and 
his family and the many 
places where he lived and 
drew his inspiration. 

A virtual reality compo- 
nent of the exhibition lets 


visitors don VR headsets 
and walk alongside Van 
Gogh, experiencing a day 
in the life of the artist. 
Van Gogh was born in the 
Netherlands in 1853. He 
was a tormented individ- 
ual who took a while to 
find his calling. 

He was the son of a pas- 
tor and was himself a 
preacher for a while, a 
bookseller and an_ art 
dealer before studying 
painting in Belgium. He 
eventually moved to Paris 


to live with his brother, 
Theo, and became part of 
the art scene in Paris in 
the 1880s. 

Van Gogh was inspired 
by Japanese art as well as 
the Impressionist style, 
spending time with De- 
gas, Toulouse-Lautrec and 
Pissarro. From Paris he 
moved to Provence in the 
South of France. 

Van Gogh had a famous 
falling out with artist Paul 
Gauguin, after which Van 
Gogh severed part of his

sides caused her to avoid 
entanglements, seeking 
paying work as a nanny, 
and to depend on the 
kindness of strangers.

With Wilmington’s newest 
elementary school now more 
than a half-century old, town 
officials will likely explore a 
districtwide school consolida- 
tion plan when studying op- 
tions for replacing the district’s 
66-year-old Wildwood Early 
Childhood Center. 

But first, the town’s citi- 
zenry must okay that broader 
conversation by appropriating 
an estimated $1 million for a 
joint feasibility study with the 
Mass. School Building Author- 
ity (MSBA). 


Just days before Christmas, 
Wilmington Town Administra- 
tor Jeffrey Hull predicted that 
the community’s Select Board 
would in the coming days call 
for a Special Town Meeting to 
be convened in early March to 
authorize that $1 million ex- 
penditure. 

Hull’s message, posted on 
Dec. 21 to the Town of Wilming- 
ton’s website, comes some 
eight months after the MSBA 
agreed to partner with the 
community to consider viable 
options for replacing the edu- 
cational facility off of Wild- 
wood Street by the northern 


portion of the community. 

According to Hull, if the 
town fails to appropriate the 
funding by March 28, the com- 
munity stands to lose its status 
as a leading contender for mil- 
lions of dollars in state reim- 
bursements for the potential 
construction project. 

“The Town has the opportu- 
nity to have a portion of the de- 
sign and construction costs of 
a new school or modification 
costs to existing schools paid 
for by the state. The [MSBA] is 
the sole state grant issuing au- 
thority for funding rehabilita- 
tion of existing schools or new

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school construction,” Hull ex- 
plained. 

“If funding is approved, an 
Owners Project Manager 
(OPM) who serves as the 
town’s representative and an 
architect would be hired to ex- 
amine options including re- 
placement of the Wildwood 
School building with another 
building to accommodate pre- 
kindergarten and kindergarten 
or consolidating grades such 
as establishing a pre-kinder- 
garten to grade 3 school or a 
pre-kindergarten to grade 5 
school,” the town manager 
continued. 

Last April, Wilmington 
learned it had been invited into 
the MSBA’s funding pipeline 
after town officials advanced a 
bold proposal to merge as 
many as three of the district’s 
six aging elementary schools 
into a brand new pre-K 
through grade 5 elementary 
school at a new Wildwood facil- 
ity. 

Specifically, according to a 
report submitted to the MSBA 
in September, Wilmington may 
consider shifting away from a 
multiple transition model that 
has the community’s children 
attending three separate 
schools during their elemen- 
tary years. Presently pupils, 
attend either the Wildwood or 
Boutwell Early Childhood Cen- 
ter for their pre-K and kinder- 
garten studies before moving 
on to the Woburn Street or 
Shawsheen Elementary School 
for grades 1 through 3. Wilm- 
ington pupils then cap off their 
elementary studies by moving 
onto grades 4 and 5 at either 
the West Intermediate or 
North Intermediate Schools. 

“This project is considering 
exploring bringing together 
three current schools (Wild- 
wood, Woburn Street and 
North Intermediate) resulting 
in a grade configuration of PK- 
5,” town officials wrote in last 
fall’s follow-up report to the 
MSBA. 

“Given the size of the facil- 
ity, it will be important for us 
to create a sense of smaller 
school communities within the 


facility. As an example, that § 


might include operating two 
PK-5 schools operating under 
one roof with shared common 
facilities or subdividing the 
grade level configurations into 
a school community that 
serves the early elementary 
(eg. PK-2) and late elemen- 
tary (Grade 3-5),” district offi- 
cials added. 

As explained by Schools Su- 
perintendent Dr. Glenn Brand 
during a Select Board meeting 
last’ March, the latest consoli- 
dation plan was circulated to 
the MSBA after Wilmington 
submitted six so-called state- 
ments-of-interest (SOI’s) in 
May of 2020 indicating the 
community’s desire to modern- 
ize all of the district’s elemen- 
tary school facilities.

As Wilmington’s oldest educational facility, 
the approximate 29,000 square foot Wildwood 
School, which serves 183 pre-K and kinder- 
garten students, was identified as most in need 
of being replaced or renovated. 

“There is no question in [the MSBA’s] mind 
that we asa community have considerable 
need for assistance given. we have six schools 
at the age that they are. It’s also clear to the 
MSBA that consolidation makes sense. MSBA 
also realizes that if we’re going to go down the 
path of consolidation, there’s a lot of paths we 
can consider,” Brand explained during a Select 
Board forum about the potential consolidation 
model last spring. 

According to town officials, the Wildwood 
School presently sits on a parcel of land con- 
taining 7.5 acres with two existing parking lots 
and a series of playgrounds and fields, 

Besides lacking important life safety fea- 
tures like a modern day sprinkler system, the 
masonry building is deteriorating due to water 
damage and lacks sufficient insulation and en- 
ergy-efficient windows. Town officials also say 
the school’s heating, cooling, and electrical sys- 
tems are in dire need of an update. 

“The Wildwood Early Childhood Center was 
constructed 65 years ago as a school for older 
elementary students. The facility has limited 
classroom storage, and inadequate sized class- 
rooms according to what is considered appro- 
priate. Given the antiquated physical facility, 
the building is not conducive to 2ist century 
teaching and learning,” school officials wrote 
in their original May of 2020 SOI submittal to 
the MSBA. 

The idea of consolidating the district’s six 
elementary schools into larger buildings is not 
new, as back in 2018, a master plan prepared by 
an outside consulting firm recommended merg- 
ing the district’s six existing schools into four 
modernized facilities.

Under that years-old proposal, the study 
team suggests the town construct a pair of pre- 
K through grade 2 schools and a second set of 
elementary facilities to serve students in grades 
3 through 5. 

According to town officials and Brand, last 
fall’s supplemental submission to the MSBA, 
which examined a six-to-two school model, does 
not preclude the possibility of re-examining 
other merger options during the joint feasibility 
study with the state. 

“Even though this partnership with the 
MSBA has begun, this is a long journey that 
will take between five to seven years before any 
new school renovation or construction is com- 
pleted,” a newly formed Wildwood School 
Building Committee noted in an information 
pamphlet recently posted to the town’s website. 

Notably, when being asked for input about a 
potential consolidation plan last spring, several 
members of Wilmington’s Select Board empha- 
sized that they had not yet committed to any 
specific school consolidation model. 

“!'m comfortable in saying I do not want one 
elementary school for all 1,500 students. But at 
the other end of the spectrum, I am not inter- 
ested in rehabilitating all six elementary 
schools,” said former Select Board Chairman 
Jonathan Eaton during a Town Hall meeting 
last March. 

Predicting the cost of a new school will 
come in somewhere around $55 million, town 
officials last March suggested that the MSBA 
could reimburse the community for as much as 
45 percent of a new Wildwood School’s design 
and construction costs. 

Though last spring’s invitation into the state 
agency’s funding pipeline greatly increases the 
odds that Wilmington will indeed be offered 
funding for a new school, the MSBA has not yet 
agreed to contribute any money towards a new 
building.

Spider-Man movies have 


come in such flurries over the FF 
last two decades that you [| 


could almost tell time by 
them. Who needs the long 
centuries of the Triassic, 
Jurassic and the Cretaceous, 
when, in the span of just one 
generation you can have the 
Tobey epoch, the Garfield era 
and the Tomozoic? 

The franchise's constant 
(and contractual) regenera- 
tive velocity has by now be- 
come a familiar punchline. 
But in "Spider-Man: No Way 
Home," the distinct, if clut- 
tered, time zones of Marvel's 
webslinger overlap and col- 
lide in ways that are often en- 
tertaining and likely to be 
satisfying to fans, even if they 
still lack quite the Spidey 
sense tingle they're designed 
to provide an overdose of. 
This movie is like two Spider- 
Man jabs and a booster all in 
one. In its retrospective 
sweep and supergroup con- 
struction, "No Way Home" is 
Spidey's own "Endgame." 

That also means it comes 
with plenty of twists that, if 
you don't want spoiled, you 
really ought to see the movie 
before reading reviews like 
this one. The clever reveals 
and appearances of "No Way 
Home" are so much a part of 
its fabric that's it's difficult to 
consider the movie without 
referencing some of them.

Figueiredo overcomes 
injury to have great 


career at Lenoir-Rhyne

Wilmington - When Covid- 
19 first reached American 
shores in early 2020, the 
lockdowns and restrictions 
put in place by government 
health officials in hopes of 
slowing the spread of the 
virus led to the interruption 
of organized athletics at all 
levels, from youth sports to 
professional. This involun- 
tary hiatus proved disheart- 
ening for many, but for one 
former Wilmington High 
School soccer athlete, “it 
was a blessing in disguise.” 

Early during her junior 
year at Lenoir-Rhyne Uni- 
versity in Hickory, North 
Carolina, Wilmington native 
Stephanie Figueiredo sus- 
tained a debilitating knee 
injury that sidelined her for 
the entire junior season and 
was immediately followed 
by Covid-19 shutdowns, which 
impacted the senior cam- 
paign. In most instances, this 
would have marked the end 
of Figueiredo’s soccer ca- 
reer but as she explained it, 
the restrictions afforded an 
opportunity for an extension. 
The delay also provided 
time for additional therapy. 

“It was August of 2019 
when I suffered the injury,” 
recalled Figueiredo. “We 
had just returned from a 
scrimmage trip to Barce- 
lona. ‘We had a few more 
practice sessions and then 
another scrimmage. Six min- 
utes into the game, I was on 
a breakaway with the goal- 
tender and landed awkward- 
ly, tearing my ACL. After 
months of rehab, I was 
cleared to return in June- 
July of 2020. Thankfully, the 
Covid postponement was 
taking place because I don’t 
think I would have been 
ready that fall. 

Figueiredo, 22, perfected 
her craft in the Wilmington 
Youth system before moving 
on to the high school ranks 
in 2013. Along with competi- 
tive gymnastics, she partici-

pated in the town’s travel 
soccer program, as well as 
joining club soccer teams 
throughout her formative 
years, with her father Leo as 
coach and mother Rosa, 
leading her supporting cast. 
Reaching high school, 
Figueiredo was quick to 
make an impact on the 
Wildcats’ fortunes, earning 
Middlesex League All-Star 
honors as a sophomore. She 
missed the majority of her 
junior season ‘with a frac- 
tured collarbone but return- 
ed to claim yet another 
League All-Star tribute as a 
senior, as well as an Eastern 
Mass All-Star award. 
Figueiredo, the youngest of 
three, was preceded by broth- 
er Nick, who played four 
years of soccer at Bowdoin 
after attending St. John’s 
Prep and Matt, who was a 


five-year player with Salem 
State after graduating from 
Wilmington High School. 

In 2017, Figueiredo joined 
the college ranks, selecting 
Lenoir-Rhyne University, 
which is a private school 
founded in 1871 and serves 
an enrollment of nearly 
2700 students across several 
North Carolina campuses. 
This past May, she graduat- 
ed with a Bachelor of Sci- 
ence degree in nursing and 
is currently studying for her 
Masters. 

“!’'m a registered nurse 
now and the Masters will be 
for nursing education,” said 
Figueiredo, who worked 
part-time at a nursing home 
in her college town of Hic- 
kory and is seeking to land a 
career with a Boston hospi- 
tal. “I’m a redshirt senior, so 
this is currently my fifth 


year. After the holiday 
break, I’ll return in January 
and then finish-up in 2023. 
I’m looking forward to com- 
ing home. I enjoy school and 


* -obviously, soccer, but six 


years away from my family 
is enough.” 

Figueiredo, who wears No. 
7 on her LRU Bears jersey, 
impacted the soccer pro- 
gram from the first kickoff 
as a freshman. She started 
18 games, played 607-min- 
utes, and collected 7-points 
off 15’ shots on goal. Soph- 
omore year was equally im- 
pressive with yet another 18 
games played; 726-minutes, 
and three goals scored. 

Early in her junior year, 
however, Figueiredo was 
sidelined with a torn ACL. 

“It has been an absolute 
pleasure watching Stepha- 
nie grow into a very strong 
leader throughout her col- 
lege career,” said LRU Wo- 
men’s Soccer Coach Gary 
Higgins. “She had started to 
solidify a starting spot at 
the beginning of her junior 
year. She was playing well 
and had started all of our 
pre-season games in Barce- 
lona. Unfortunately, in our 
first pre-season game at 
home, she tore her ACL.” 

What followed for this 
promising athlete were 544- 
days of rehabilitation. Fig- 
ueiredo overcame the set- 
back and was eventually 
cleared to play in June-July 
of 2020. But Covid postpone- 
ments delayed her return to 
the pitch even further. 

“Covid was actually benefi- 
cial because I had more time 
to get my touches back,” 
said Figueiredo, who is typi- 
cally utilized as a center 
attacking midfielder. “My 


school distributes athletic 
awards and I was named 
female comeback athlete of 
the year.” 

Like many high schools 
and colleges throughout the 
country, LRU athletics took 
advantage of diminishing 
restrictions and returned to 
the fields in the spring of 
2021 with limited schedules. 
Figueiredo explained that 
the Bears competed in a 
“pod,” which featured home 
and away contests between 
LRU and two other schools. 
The Bears went on to win 
the South Atlantic Confer- 
ence (SAC) for the first time 
since 2012. In the midst of 
that success, Figueiredo 
signaled her return from 
injury by scoring a pair 
against Lincoln-Memorial 
and later assisted on the 
game-winner to defeat 
Limestone University in a 
SAC tournament match. 

“Steph was an integral part 
of our SAC championship 
team this past Spring,” said 
Coach Higgins. “I made her 
a team Captain because she 
is fearless and was pivotal in 
helping the incoming fresh- 
man settle in and be suc- 
cessful straight away.” 

When soccer resumed 
for the 2021 fall season, 
Figueiredo abandoned her 
near-constant companion, a 
three-pound brace on her 
leg, and began contributing 
to the Bears drive for a berth 
in the NCAA Tournament. 

In the tournament opening 
round against rival Cataw- 
ba, Figueiredo was one of 
three players to add a suc- 
cessful’ penalty kick to 
resolve a 0-0 tie after regula- 
tion. The No. 7-seeded Bears 
then defeated Queens, 2-0, to

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punch their ticket for the 
Sweet 16. 

LRU went on to upset 4th- 
seed Flagler in Pensacola, 
Florida with a 42 penalty- 
kick victory after regulation 
ended at 1-1. Figueiredo 
once again found the back of 
the net on her penalty try, 
helping her team claim the 
Southeast Regional crown. 
_ Days later, the Bears earned 
a trip to the Final-Four for 
the first time in the 32-year 
team history with a penalty- 
kick win over Florida Tech. 

On December 9th, the his- 
toric LRU tournament run 
fell short in a 3-0 defeat to 
eventual champion, Grand 
Valley State out of Michi- 
gan. 

“It was pretty sweet, 
reaching the Final-Four,” 
said Figueiredo. “The game 
itself was a bit rough but 
I’m grateful for the oppor- 
tunity to be part of it. And, 
we got another ring.” 

Figueiredo wrapped up 
her senior year having log- 
ged 950-minutes, ‘the second 
most on the team. She also 
received an Honorable Men- 
tion All-Conference, Third 
Team All-Conference, and 
All-SAC Tournament Team. 
And, of course, as a red- 
shirt, Figueiredo will return 
next fall to add to her im- 
pressive resume’. 

“Stephanie has always 
had leadership qualities but 
having to face the adversity 
of a really bad injury, defi- 
nitely molded her into the 
leader she is today,” said 
Higgins. “She cares about 
her teammates and also 
about Lenoir-Rhyne Univer- 
sity. She represents our Wo- 
men’s Soccer Program with 
passion and determination.”

With the year coming to 
an end, I believe it is crit- 
ical to look back upon 
and reflect on what we 
are so. thankful for as 
individuals and as a com- 
munity.

thankful to work towards 
include supporting our 
first responders. In 
Tewksbury, our delega- 
tion was able to secure 
over $150,000 in addition- 
al funding for our police 
and fire departments.

ically extended licenses for 
businesses who had been 
approved for on-premises 
consumption for outdoor 
table service. 

In August, the board pro- 
posed new locations for 
electronic vehicle charging 
stations being donated by 
Reading Municipal Light 
Department. The new loca- 
tions officially became the 
library and Glen Road. 

Street improvements pro- 
jects approved this year 
included the Cook Avenue 
water connection and the 
changes to the intersection 
at Clark Street and Mid- 
dlesex Avenue. There was 
a request for a truck exclu- 
sion on Woburn Street, but 
it was denied by the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of 
Transportation. It was dur- 
ing this same meeting that 
Police Chief Joe Desmond 
verified that there likely 
never was an official truck 
exclusion on Woburn Street 
at all — had there been a 
sign there, it was unen- 
forceable. 

The board was invited to 
participate this year in 
considering the open space 
and recreation plan, the 
town’s unaccepted ways, 
the property tax classifica- 
tion, and the hazard miti- 
gation plan update. 

A new issue that came up 
later in the year was a con- 
cerning result from testing 
the town’s well water for 
PFAS in October. After 


shutting down one well, 
they replaced the carbon 
filters and recorded the 
measurement return to 
normal levels throughout 
November and December. 

It was also in October 
when Beth Lawrenson bec- 
ame the new Town Clerk, 
replacing Tina Touma- 
Conway who left back in 
September. The board set 
the date that same meet- 
ing for the special Town 
Meeting for the new Wild- 
wood school funding. 

In November, the board 
approved the proposed use 
of American Rescue Plan 
Act funds as proposed by 
Town Manager Jeff Hull. 
These funds went to things 
like a replacement water 
line, replacement cache 
basins, contact tracing, 
grants for fagade and street 
landscape improvements, 
branding and marketing, 
and grant administration. 

Representatives continu- 
ally kept the rest of the 
board up to date with reg- 
ular reporting from the 
committees for the new 
town hall and senior cen- 
ter. In September, there 
was a presentation on the 
open sites in town being 
considered: the current 
town hall site, the Swain 
Green, the St. Dorothy’s 
site, and the Whitfield 
school site. 

Ultimately, St. Dorothy’s 
was identified as the choice 
of site for the new senior 
center. 

This December saw the 
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AA memorial for former 
MIT Police Officer and 
Wilmington native Sean 
Collier. Monday, Jan. 3 
would be his 36th birth- 
day. In his honor, the 
Board of Selectname 
officially declared Jan. 3 
as “Sean Collier Day.” 
Collier was killed by the 
two men responsible for 
the Boston Marathon 
bombings.
